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Preface 


The compiler of this book, Josephus Edward Barnhart, 
was the second son of Anthony and Sarah Frances Graybill 
Barnhart (see pages 13, 80). He was born near Ladoga, 
Indiana ton;July415S3el862suuShortly afterrhisvbirth, his 
parents moved back to Ohio where they had been married. 


At the age of twenty-one, Josephus attended the Nat- 
ional Normal School at Lebanon, Ohio, in preparation for a 
teaching career. His elder brother, Will, was also a stu- 
dent there and they shared a dormitory room. Their room, 
board, and laundry cost about $1.30 per week. 


In 1885, Josephus joined the Church of the Brethren 
(then called the German Baptist Brethren Church) in the 
Donnels Creek congregation, near Donnelsville, Ohio. This 
began a long and dedicated association with the church. 

In 1894 he was called to the ministry and in 1904 to the 
Eldership, a position somewhat comparable to a bishop. He 
was elected presiding elder of the Donnels Creek Church in 
1907 for a three-year term, and again in 1910. In 1911 he 
tendered his resignation due to ill health, but the church 
declined to accept, electing Elder Lewis R. Peifer as his 
assistant. Josephus Barnhart served as delegate to Annual 
Meeting four times, as elder of six different churches of 
the District of Southern Ohio, and was a member of the 
District Mission Board for four years until he resigned 
because of his health. 


In January of 1886, he married Emma Hertzler, daught- 
er of Levi and Catherine Royer Hertzler. A few days after 
their marriage, they moved to Kansas. They spent eleven 
years there, with Josephus engaging in farming and school- 
teaching. He finally became discouraged with farming be- 
cause of repeated crop failures due to drought, insect in- 
festation and other causes beyond his control, and because 
he was an intellectual man at heart, preferring reading to 
plowing; teaching to milking. 


He accepted a job as driver of an oil wagon in 
Springfield, Missouri and the family moved there. Six 
children had been born to the couple in Kansas (the first 
son was stillborn). While in Springfield, Josephus helped 
preach at the Carthage and the Springfield churches, and 
sometimes ministered to small mountain churches. Josephus 
liked his work, but was still more inclined to intellect- 
ual pursuits. When his brother Will encouraged them to 
return to Ohio, it sounded like a good idea. They arrived 
back in Ohio in November, 1897, and lived in Clark County 
for the rest of their lives. Four more children were add- 
ed to the family. 


Josephus Barnhart taught school, conducted singing 
schools, gave private music lessons and the family always 
had a large truck garden. They sold the produce from 
this, plus the nearly 500 loaves of bread which Emma Barn- 
hart baked per week, at the market in Springfield. As was 
the custom of that time, Seph Barnhart received no salary 
for preaching. Some churches of the denomination were be- 
ginning to pay their preachers, but the majority of mem- 
bers clung to the old way of free ministry. 


As his nine children grew up, Seph Barnhart was de- 
termined that his six sons would go to high school, and 
even though he received criticism for sending them when 
the family had so little money, he was adamant. 


In 1910 a great tragedy struck their lives. Josephus 
Barnhart became afflicted with what was then diagnosed as 
"creeping paralysis." Some felt that it was because he 
had baptized twenty or more people standing for a long 
period of time in an icy creek in the winter. Over a per- 
iod of months his legs became affected with increasing im- 
mobility. At first he was able to walk with a cane, but 
one day at school in the spring of 1910, he was afflicted 
with a numbness over his entire body and his speech became 
affected. He asked several of the older boys to prepare 
his buggy, saying he must go home early and would be back 
the next day; but from that time on, his speech became 
increasingly less intelligible and he never returned to 
teaching school. For a year or more a chiropractor from 
Springfield came to the home once a week to give him a 
treatment, assuring the family of his recovery, but Seph 
finally became completely helpless. His disease was no 
doubt multiple sclerosis. 


Although physically incapacitated, he remained men- 
tally alert and it was during his confinement to the 
wheelchair that he wrote his memoirs and worked on this 
book of family history. He carried on voluminous research 
by mail in its compilation and at the time of his death it 
was almost ready for publication. The manuscript was pre- 
served by his daughter, Laura Barnhart Isler, and was 
later copied for family members, but this edition is the 
first one available to everyone. For the past twenty 
years or so, Freda Johnson Barnhart, the wife of Joseph- 
us' nephew, Roy, has been accumulating data on the direct 
descendants of Anthony and Sarah Frances Barnhart. There 
is a possibility of this information being published in 
the future. 


The memoirs he wrote of his early years and of his 
and Emma's experiences in Kansas, along with several 
essays he wrote through the years, were published in 1975 
in a book, The Reminiscences of Josephus E. Barnhart, 


which I edited and annotated. Copies of this volume are 
also available. It includes many pictures of the family. 


Emma Barnhart died in December of 1924 after suffer- 
ing a stroke. She had been a loving, helpful wife. After 
his affliction, she cared for him patiently and uncom- 
plainingly. 


The twenty-seven years of confinement to the wheel- 
chair and being unable to speak were a real test of Jo- 
sephus Barnhart's character. Through it all he remained 
patient and in good humor, rarely complaining against his 
lot. He never failed to say thank you for services per- 
formed for him. After his wife's death, his children 
willingly took turns caring for him. His heart finally 
failed him and he died at the home of his son, Jesse, in 
New Carlisle, Ohio on April 2, 1937. Both he and Emma are 
buried in the New Carlisle Cemetery. 


His life bore witness to the personal motto which he 
had adopted as a young man: "Add to your faith, virtue."

Editor's note: I am Josephus Barnhart's granddaughter 
through his eldest daughter, Alma, who married Roy B. 
Teach in August, 1910. Five daughters were born to them: 
Lois (1917), Ruth (1918), Faye (1920), Donna Lee (1926) 
and Carolyn Beth (1930). 


I have retyped the manuscript, condensing the space 
somewhat. While I corrected a few blatant errors, I left 
the names the way they were in the original. I'm sure 
there are many typos and other errors for which I apolo- 
gize. 
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The first thought of a "Barnhart Family Record" came to me 
some years ago while assisting in writing a local church history. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in securing data from 
which to write up biographies of those whose standing in the church 
required special mention. 

Surprise grew into astonishment at the want of knowledge of most 
people, not only of their ancestry but of their tmmediate “tamilives. 
Our astonishment was somewhat subdued; however, when we applied the 
Same test personally. Finding our own knowledge to be extremely lim- 
ited we resolved to know more about our ancestors and kinfolk. 

It was our pleasure to have access to two well kept Family 
Records in our own research work. These were found very helpful not 
only for’ the’ ready facts they furnished but also’ for the corrobora— 
tive value. From these two records we got the idea of a "Barnhart 
Family Record. 

We are frankrto Say that this work is tar from our rdeal* OL a 
family record. Our ideal involved such an outlay of time, energy, 
and means that we had to forego the ideal for a work which, though 
imperfect, may easily form the basis for a more extensive and ideal 
work in time to come. 

This work was begun in an invalid chair. The author not knowing 
whether he would ever be permitted to complete it. However, we felt 
constrained to make the beginning knowing full well that no effort 
would be lost. 

This record embraces the Vftrginia Branch of the Barnhart Family 
only. To have included more would have meant double or triple the 
time, work and expense. 

Should the Pennsylvania or Ohio Branches of the family feel dis- 
posed to produce records of their respective branches it would add 
much to the interest and value of this volume and would be much appre-

The arrangement enables one to identify and ascertain the exact 


relation of any one family to another. It aims to give the following 


points in the record of each person in the direct lineage of the 
Barnharts. Name, residence, place of birth, date of birth, date of 
marriage, to whom married, name of parents of such, date of their 
birth, names of each child, date of death, etc. 


We greatly appreciate the many kind suggestions received. My 
physical condition and limited means forbade undertaking so large a 
task in carrying out these suggestions. However, if I had been in 
possession. of, my full wigor andy surength, it) 2s noresikery thar. 
should have begun this work as other duties would have prevented the 
undertaking of the work of getting up a Family Record as it is not a 
paying business and few men are willing to make the sacrifice.

Unfortunately as children marry and seek 
homes for themselves they scatter and cares of life in a great measure

should be all means be kept alive. This can be done through corres- 
pondence and by means of reunions. Both of these means have been 
sadly neglected by the Barnharts as well as others. We would suggest 


aS a means to keep alive the kindred tie Reunions be held in the var- 
ious settlements of the Barnhart descendants. By referring to the 
records these settlements can easily be discerned. In these reunions 
several families may be combined, for instance, Barnhart, Naff and 
Rutrough families. etc... or barnhart.. Bowman, wot) patnnatt- Grisso. 
Since a large percent of the Barnhart lineage belongs to the Church 
of the Brethren a Barnhart Headquarters could easily be arranged at 
the Annual Conference. 

A Book in which to register names would be very helpful and 
interesting. A registration fee of a small sum would pay for the 
room and other expenses. The headquarters should be in the hands of— | 
the nearest settlement of Barnharts and should be in charge of a 
number of secretaries chosen especially to look after the registration : 
and information bureaus. These secretaries should serve in relays 
so aS not to make it too confining. 

A reunion of those in attendance could be held at stated times : 
on the grounds not to conflict with any service of the conference. 
By these means and others which might present themselves will go far | 
in creating closer ties and renewing and getting acquainted. I would 
also suggest that at all these reunions there should be an effort | 
made to collect and preserve all historical facts possible of Barnharts.
